quite outside that attaching to the 
murder of Mrs. Charlton. As soon as 
,t was known her* that the confessed 
slayer was under arrest In the United 
States, the ministery of Justice recog- 
nized the unusual situation in which 
the Italian authorities were placed and 
referred the whole matter to the for- 
eign office. 


Extradition between Italy and the 


the United States is provided for in 
tho convention of 1868 and 1884, but 
Italy has always held that these 
treaties did not cover the cases of Ital- 
ian citizens where, having committed 
crimes In the United States, escaped 
to their native country. 


Extradition Refund. 


In such Instances the government 


has insisted that the accused be tried 
In the courts of their countrymen. 
Several times requests for extradition 
of Italian criminals from the American 
state department have been refused.
